Several counties in Keutocky 
have such agent* aud tbey are 
doing the greatest .possible goad 
to the sections they serve, in 
many ways. In Alabama this 
work is developed to a high state 
of efficiency, there being now a 
county agent for every county in 
that state. This farm demon- 
stration work by the Department 
•of Agriculture has only been in 
.qpsraiion for about eight years 
and was begun in tbe eotton 
states iu effort U> overcome the 
loss caused by fahe boll weevil. 
Agents are sent to teach tbe 

airmen of the South how to grow 
other things than cotton and tbey 
have learned to such an extent 
that those who know now say 
the boll weavil has been a dis- 
tinct blessing through having 
brought education to tbe farmer 
iu this genera) demonstration 
work and the diversified money 
erops that followed. The money 
for this work has come from the 
General Educational Board. It 
is donated through tbe United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture, which is responsible to the 
donors for its proper expendi- 
ture. 

For the State of Kentucky tbe 
General Educational Board has 
given (22,000.00 a year, begin- 
ning tbe first day of October

As 
an illeetr at ioo. ilo .Alabama tie 
average.com crop is about 17 bsj- 
ah el a per acre while on the dem- 
ooetrabwn farm* in that state 
the average is 88 bushels- 

Back of all the practical work 
done by the Agent is the educa- 
tional value of the work, that 
will bring the farmer to see vis- 
ions of what he might, do. Dr. 
Mutchler quoted a friend as hav- 
ing said that when a saan reach- 
ed the point where he saw such 
visions, "the rising beM has hang 
in his soul" 

The county Agent would get, 
in each of several locations, ac- 
cessible to the various sections of 
the country, a little plot of 
ground, of 20 or 40 or 60 acres, 
to he used under the Agent's di- 
rection, planted and cared for 
apou scientific methods, cultiva- 
ted to any crop or fruit the land 
is suited for. The owuer to fur- 
nish the capital and do as the 
Ageul directs, upon the assur- 
ance at least that the new method 
will not cost more than tbe old. 
Tbe Agent would be located at 
tbe county seat, where he would 
spend one day in each week at a 
place where he would be accessi- 
ble to any farmer who might de 
sire to go to him with a problem.

Washington Aug. 15.— Mining 
men representing the safety and 
welfare of more than two and one 
half million workers and a year- 
ly output of two billions of dol- 
lars, will gather in Philadelphia 
the latter part of October to at- 
tend the sixteenth annnal con- 
vention of the American Mining 
Congress to discuss mining prob- 
lems and to witness the first na- 
tional display of mining machin- 
ery ever held in this country. 

In view of the rapid strides 
being made by the mining indus- 
try and the almost revolutionary 
changes in behalf of greater safe- 
for tbe men, it is believed that 
this will tie the greatest national 
rally ever heM by any industry. 
With the changes have come 
problems of far reaching impor- 
tance which will be discussed by 
men of county-wide prominence. 

Tbe safety feature will un- 
doubtedly occupy a large place in 
both the convention and the min- 
ing show or exposition. The de- 
sire of tbe operators and mining 
men generally to better safe- 
guard their men who work in the 
dark underground passages has 
lead to a multitude of safety de- 
vices and this will be the oppor- 
tunity for the mining man to de- 
cide for himself what is most ef- 
ficient and best adapted to his 
work. 

The West, which is very ranch 
interested in the conservation of 
human life in the mines will be 
largely represented at the con- 
vention and mining show. Mem- 
bers of the Congress and other 
interested men are now arrang- 
ing for three special trans-conti 
neatal trains that will bring them 
in safety and comfort from the 
Pacific coast to Philadelphia. 
Cue of these trains is to start 
from Los Angeles, another from 
Han Francisco, and third from 
Seattle, Wash. These trains will 
pick no mining men from all the 
important mining camps in the 
West. The Iron and copper men 
of Minnesota and Michigan are 
also planning a special train to 
tbe convention and it is expected 
that at least two trains will be 
made up at Chicago. The Illi- 
nois men are hoping to obtain 
authority from the state to take 
with them one of the mine res- 
cue oars of the state, fully equip- 
ped with rescue and first-aid ap- 
paratus and a crew of trained 



The great coal companies of 
Pennsylvania are uow makiug 
arrangemeuts for a number of 
their rescue cars to be on exhibi- 
tion iu Philadelphia. The expo- 
sition authorities have completed 
plans for a working coal mine in 
the basemeut of Horticultural 
Hall, iu which tbe Miuiug Show 
is to be held, aud in one part of 
the mine there will be a realistic 



demonstration of the work of the 
rescuers from the coal companiee 
and the United States Bureau of • 
Mines. Two or three of the big- 
geft coal companies in PennsyU 
vania, that have develoyed the 
"Safety First" movement wiU . 
show their methods in moving, 
pictures. Different phases of 
this work will also be shown by, 
the Bureau of Minee. 

"The meeting of the bestr 
known and most piogressive min- . 
ing men in the world at this 
Philadelphia convention for the • 
interchange of ideas and for bet- 
ter cooperative efforts promise*,, 
to mark a new era for the indoav . 
try," said James F. Oallbreatb v 
secretary of the American Min- 
ing Congress. "The Mining Show- 
in itself, will lure every progres- 
sive operator in the country to * 
view the latest in machinery and i 
life-saving appliances. Best of I ! 
all there will be an educational 
uplift for both the mining man 
and the public. The mining in- 
dustry believes that publicity ie 
educational. The mining indus- 
try in the past has been the vie- - 
tim of misunderstanding and ig- 
norance. As a result of all this v 
serious problems have arisen and 
we are going to attempt to solve - 
some of them at this great na-. 
tional rally. Becaase of this 
general misunderstanding, the 
burden of taxation upon the min. 
ing industry in recent years has 
been so largely increased in many . 
states that the mining enterprises * 
have ceased operation. In other* . 
an undue handicap has been, 
placed upon competition with, 
states operating under less burd- 
ensome conditions; and in other, 
states a double system of taxa- 
tion iB required-first upon the 
total value of the property, and„ 
second, upon the output. A ^ 
careful discussion of this subject 
will be presented at tbe conven- 
tion and after a thorough discus- 
sion, it is hoped that the conven- 
tion will agree upon a general 
theory upon which a proper sys- 
tem of taxation sbftU he based,'-
